[EE second edition of AACR, published in 1978 from a 
; single setting of text agreed by the International Joint 
Steering Committeé. AACR-2 does not supersede AACR-1 
(1967) but continues it, for, in spite of the changes in presenta- 
tion and content which it introduces, these are still the Anglo- 
American Cataloguing Rules, have the same principles and 
underlying objectives as the first edition, and being firmly 
based on the achievement of those who created the work, first 
Published in 1967. The new code harmonises the two differing 
texts of the first edition. It incorporates the latest international 
standards, makes provision for the whole range of new 
materials and media and takes notice of the full impact of

To provide for international interest iin AACR by 
facilitating its use in countries other. than the United 
State, Canada, and the United Kingdom. This final 
objective was later intensified, as a condition of fund- 
ing by the Council on Library Resources, to one of 
making a contribution to the development of an 
international cataloguing code. 


The tripartite meeting set up a Joint Steering Committee 


Revision of AACR (JSC AACR) which provided some 
guidelines which may be stated as below :

Maintenance of general conformity with the Paris. 
Principles of 1961, as manifested in the first edition. 


(2) Particular attention to developments in the machine 


processing of bibliographic records. 


(3) Continuance of conformity with the ISBD(M) as a

and commitment to the principle of standardization 
in the bibliographic description of all types of 
materials. 


Determination of the treatment of nonbook materials 
primarily from a consideration of the published cata- 
loguing rules of the Canadian Library Association, the 
Library Association, and the Association for Educa- 


tional Communications and Technology; and of the 
ALA revision of chapter 12 of the 1967 text. 


In January 1977 a draft of the emergent text of part I was 
distributed for review to the national Committees and by 
them to a wide range of outside organizations. This draft 
was followed by drafts of Part II in April 1977, in which 
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month a special meeting of JSC AACR in Washington 
Planned the concluding stages of drafting and copy prepara- 
tion. The ninth and final meeting, to consider all proposals 
and of reviewers, to approve the whole text, and to authorise 
its presentation for publication was held in August 1977, in 
Washington. 


The rules cover the description and entry of all library 
materials commonly collected at the present time, and the 
integrated structure of the text will facilitate the use of the 
general rules as a basis for cataloguing uncommonly collected 
Materials of all kinds. 

AACR-2, has only two parts—Part I description and 
Part II Headings, Uniform Titles, and References. The Rules 
of Part I contain instructions on the formulation of descrip- 
tions of library materials which are based on the general 
framework for the International Standard Bibliographic 
Description (ISBD(G) ), agreed between the International 
Federation of Library Associations and Institutions and the 
Joint Steering Committee for Revision of AACR, and follows 
that framework exactly in the order of elements and their 
Prescribed punctuation. Chapter I deals with the basic rules 
for the description of all library materials to be found and 
sets out all the rules that are of general applicability. 
Chapters 2-10 have been provided for bibliographic descrip- 
tion of specific types of material and follow rules of partial 
Senerality (Chapters 11-23). There are no chapters numbered 
14-20. Part II begins with Chapter 21. The chapters in 
Part I can be used alone or in combination as the specific 
Problem demands. The majority of problems, however, can 
be solved, ones the rules have been studied comprehensively, 
by a single reference to a single rule, Within Chapters the 
Tule numbering has a mnemonic structure. Each rule number 
Consists of the number of the chapter followed by a full stop 
and the number of the area within the description; in general 
the first (lettered) subdivision of each area denotes the element 
Concerned. Although the rules for description are based upon 
a standard (the ISBD(G) ), it is recognized that certain 
Materials do not require every element of that standard. For 
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example, the place of publication, and the name of publisher, 
etc. are not used for manuscripts, some art originals etc. 

In Part II the rules are based on the proposition that one 
main entry is made for each item and is supplemented by 
added entries. The headings and/or uniform titles assigned 
to a description must be distinguished from the descriptive 
data either= 

(a) by giving them on separate lines above the description; 
or 

(৮) by separating them from the description by a full stop 
and spaces. 

If an entry begins with a title proper (i.e. the first element 
of the description) either 


(a) the title proper is repeated on a separate line above 
the description, or 

(b) the description is given alone. 

The rules in Part II apply to works and not generally to 
physical manifestations of those works, though the charac- 
teristics of an individual item are taken into account in some 
instances. The rules apply to all library materials, irrespec- 


tive of the medium in which they are published or of whether 
they are serial or nonserial in nature.

KINDS OF CATALOGUE ENTRIES 


AS Entry in a catalogue is the record or list of a document 
placed under an appropriate heading. AACR-2 defines 
entry as “A record of an item ina catalogue”. The entry 
may be main or added. The main entry is the basic entry 
which is usually rendered under the author as heading and 
sometimes it is also made under the title, reviser and illus- 
trator, etc. According to AACR-2 the works produced 
under the editorial direction or compiler, the main entry is to 
be prepared under the title of the work. The added entries 


are rendered under the title, subject and collaborators such as 


editors, translators,’ revisers, illustrators besides joint 


authors. 

The Main Entry as the name implies is an important entry 
for a document and contains fairly maximum information 
about a document. As per AACR-2, main entry is “The 
complete catalogue record of an item, presented in the form 
by which the entry is to be uniformly identified and cited. The 
main entry may include the tracings of all other headings 
under which the record is to be represented in the catalogue”. 
All the added entries are derived from the main entry. The 
number of entries of a book depends upon the nature of the 


book. 
The main entry gives— 
1. Call Number; 


2. Main Entry heading; 
3. Title and statements of responsibility; 
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4. Edition and statements of responsibility relating to a 
subsequent edition statements; 

5. Imprint (Place of publication : Publisher’s name, Year 
of publication); 


6. Collation (pagination : illustrations; size, and accom- 
panying material, series); 
7. Notes explaing the work; 


8. Tracings which tell the cataloguer what the subject 
headings and added entries for the material are. 


The basic part of the description is presented in the first 
Paragraph after heading. It consists of the following elements 
in this order— 


Title proper-parallel title : other title/first statement of 
responsibility; each subsequent statement of responsibility. —

details.—Place of publication : Publisher’s name, Year of

A. First Indention. To begin the main entry, the 
Gataloguer will count 9 spaces from the left margin of the 
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card, on the same line as the classification number (the first 
line of the call number). This segment of 9 spaces is called 
the first Indention. ‘ 


B. Second Indention. The spacing for the title, on the 
same line as the cutter number (the second line of the call 
number) is called the “Second 10061061017 which is used to 
align title, collation, notes and tracing. Any of this 
information which is too long to be recorded on one line 
is brought back to first indention in standard paragraph 
form. The second indention is 12 spaces from the left 
margin. 


„C. Third Indention. Occasionally there is need of a 
third indention which is 15 spaces from the left margin. This 
will occur in three instances :— 


(a) When the author entry is too long to be contained on 
one line, the cataloguer will carry the overflow to 
third indention. To use second indention in this case 


Would be confusing because the title begins on second 
indention. 


(6) In like manner when an added entry is too long 
for one line the second line will carry over to the 
third indention, 


(c) When the cataloguer has one volume of a set of which 
it is not known how many volumes will eventually be 
published he must allow for succeeding volumes. 
Therefore, he will space to third indention in the 
collation and type a lower case ‘V’ for “Volumes” 
when the set of books is complete, then, it is a 
simple matter to type the completed number of 
volumes directly to the left of the “V”. 


- D. Hanging Indention. For books and periodicals that 
are entered under their real title rather tha nunder an author 
a style known as hanging indention is used. Start the title 
at first indention and continue the body of the entry, without 
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interruption, at the Second indention. Start collation and 
every other paragraph at second indention, continuing at 
first indention. All other spacing directions are the same as 
for ordinary entries. 


GENERAL RULES FOR DESCRIPTION 


ISBD is a prescription for the generation and arrangement

monographic publications. It provides generalized directions 


to the cataloguer, and it is to be supplemented by national 


cataloguing codes either in preparation Or in use. ISBD 
resembles to a very great extent the sort of descriptive 
cataloguing encountered on cards from the Library of Congress 


and others. Superficially, the order of elements is nearly the 
same and data contained within the body of the entry will 


often be identical, whether prepared under the conventional 
AACR format or under ISBD. ISBD represents not so much 
a departure from the traditional as a re-rationalization of 
it. ISBD divides the data in a bibliographic description into 


seven areas of information :

RULES FOR PUNCTUATION OF CATALOGUING DATA 
FOR MONOGRAPHS 


All the seven areas of description are separated from each 
other by a period-space-dash-space (.—), except when an 
area begins anew paragraph. In this case, a period alone 
follows the preceding area. The title/authorship area begins. 
the first paragraph, the collation area begins a second pata- 
graph, and notes make up succeeding paragraphs. 


The period-space-dash-space is used in addition to what- 
ever other punctuations may appear at the end of the area. 


1. Brackets (1): 


A. Brackets are used to enclose information not found 
in prescribed sources of information which vary according to 
areas. Most items acquired by a library belong to one of the 
following types of publication. For each type the chief source 
of information is :

3. Spaces Preceding and following prescribed punctuation : 


Certain punctuation marks are prescribed-for internal use 
Within areas, as the dash is prescribed between areas, These 
-are the colon, equal sign, slash, semicolon, hyphen, comma, 
and period. All but the comma and the period require a 
space preceding and a space following the prescribed punc- 
‘tuation. Colons, equal signs, slashes, and. dashes may be 
transcribed from the source of the description if they do not 
require a space on either side (e.g., with band and/or orches- 
tra). They may not be retained in situations where they 
(as do all semicolons) require a space following them. 
Commas may be substituted for colons or semicolons in situa- 
tions where the latter cannot be used because they would have 
to be followed bya space. Periods may be used with any 
abbreviations as well as in prescribed places.

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6. Edition Information : 


A. The edition area often includes only the edition 
statement, and the only required punctuation is for periods 
after abbreviations. Occasionally, a statement of authorship 
in the work applies to the edition in hand while it did not 
apply to the first edition. Such an authorship. statement is 
transcribed in the edition area, separated from the edition 
statement by a space-slash-space. 


B. Ifa book includes two or more works whose edition 
statements are different, and if the titles are recorded in the 
titlefauthorship area ; each edition statement may be recorded’ 
as a ‘sentence’ immediately following its title, or following 
its title and author if the authors are also different. If there 
is a collective title, the individual titles, authors, and edition 
Statements are recorded in contents note, and again, the 
edition statement is punctuated as ‘sentence’.

THE tules of AACR-2 are based on the proposition that 

One Main Entry is made for each item described, and 
that this is supplemented by added entries. The heading and/ 
or uniform titles assigned to a description must be distin- 
guished from the descriptive data either : 

(i) by giving them on separate lines above the description 
or (ii) by separating them from the description by a full stop 
and spaces.

1. Call Number. The first item in the upper left hand 
corner of the catalogue card, is the call number. The call 
number is always given in this position on a catalogue card 
and it shows where in the library the book is located. The 
call number is a shelving device so that the work stands on 
the shelf in a logical sequence with others on the same or 
related subjects. The call number contains class number and 
Book number. 


(a) Class Number. The class no. indicates the classification 
number as arrived at by means of a classification scheme in use 
in a particular library. This is written on the third line i.e. 
one imaginary line above the red line, after leaving one type 
space from the left corner of the card. 


(6) Book Number. The book no. or Cutter number by some 
people, indicates the symbol either of the year of publication 
or the author mark of the book in question arrived at accord- 
ing to the practice followed in a library. This is written on the 
fourth line i.e. the red line, just below the class number. The 
placing of the class number and the book number is given in 
this manner knowingly so that these stand out independently 
and no confusion is caused. 


2. Main Entry Heading. The first line on a catalogue 
card is the main entry heading. Onit appears the first and 
foremost name (often followed by life dates) under which the 
book is “entered” that is, filed in the catalogue. One main 
entry heading is chosen for each book and appears on all 
cards for that book. Although most main entry headings 
name persons who are responsible for writing or compiling 
books, groups of people such as corporations, institutions, 
government bureaus, etc., also put together publications. 
Some main entry headings list the names of these corporate 
authors. Still other books are entered under the real titles 
that serve as substitute for the author, because of the difficulty 
or impossibility of locating the true authors.

ADDED ENTRIES 


A DDED entry is an entry, additional to the main entry, by 

which an item is represented in a catalogue. It is also 
called as secondary entry. Added entries provide access 
to bibliographic descriptions additional to that of the main 
entry heading. 


A A C R-2 is based upon the proposition that one main 
entry is made for each item described and that this is supple- 
mented by added entries. No limit to the number of added 
entries for a book can be fixed. The character and scope of 
each book will influence the number of added entries, required 
for it. Usually added entries are made for— 


(1) Joint Authors, (2) Editors, 

(3) Revisers, (4) Compilers, 

(5) Commentators, (6) Translators, 
(7) Series. (8) Titles, and. 


(9) Subjects. 


In all these types of added entries, the Unit Entry method 
(i.e. the Unit Card System) is followed. The Unit Entry 
Method means, the full main entry, with the addition of appro- 
priate headings, is used for all entries in the catalogoue. The 
headings, for all added entries commence from the second 
indention on the line above the leading line or red line or so 
called 4th line. If the added entry heading requires continua- 
tion, it will be continued from the third indention. The lines 
required by added entries headings are judged by the catalo- 
guer while preparing the added entries cards.

ANALYTICAL ADDED ENTRIES (13.4) 


An analytical entry is defined as “an entry for a part of 
an item for which a comprehensive entry has been made”. 
An Analytical added entry is only one of four ways in which 
A A CR-2 indicates that analysis may be achieved. These 
are: 


(1) A complete bibliographic description may be prepared 
for the part (rule 13.2) 


(2) A contents note may be made in detailed entry for the 
larger work (rule 13.3) ; 


(3) A multi-level description may be used (rule 13,6) 


(4) If more bibliographic description is needed for the 
part than can be obtained by displaying it in the 
note area, the ‘In’ analytical entry may be considered. 


In this way an analytical entry is more specific 
than a regular added entry. 


Bibliographic description of ‘In’ analytical entry : 


` The descriptive part of an ‘In’ analytical entry consists ofa 
description of the part analyzed followed by a short Citation 
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of the whole item in which the part occurs. The description 
of the part analyzed consists of :
